The preatest problem which confront* 1 
the economists and the social workers of 
America today is the problem of the city. 

Every yenr the population of the cities 
is increasing nnd that of the counties 1 
g~y.. diminishing. Men are deserting the 

V-4aty IS country in droves to come into the eitv 

They are leaving the green fields for the 
dirty highways, the clear atmosphere for 
the pollution of the city, and with every 
new recruit the problem of handling 
them nnd the vice which grows among 
them becomes more difficult nnd more in- 
tricate. 

Men are casting about for reform, and they don't know where to be- 
gin, so vast and so deep is the problem. 

Figures compiled each year show thnt the denser the population, the 
greater the death rate — in other words, the closer men live together, 
the quicker they die. 

In a certain English city, to prove that congested dwelling-places 
caused death, a certain area in the slums was demolished and modern, 
sn-.iitary tenements erected in their place. The death rate sunk some- 
thing like To per cent, as a result. And yet the hordes of men crowd 
into the city, nnd conditions grow more congested, crime gnins a new 
impetus nnd death increases at a horrible rate. 

Understand me, I do- not mean that every new recruit into the city 
means that that person is evil and that crime increases ns a direct re- 
sult. The point is that wherever conditions are congested and when 
poverty reigns crime increases, as figures have proved, and poverty is one 
of the most prolific sources of crime. 

The problem of the city is a hydra-headed one, and sociologists arc 
beginning to realize that, while it demands instant attention, they uo 
not know how to cope with iL

Halt I more. Md.— Capt. William II. 
Chelton. a Chesapeake hay command- 
er, died at his homo in l.awsonla, a 
suburb of this city, tho other day. 
aged sixty -blue years. Captain Che|. 
ton h;. (I been ft sailor from his youth 
nnd eominaiiuVd a vessel when he was 
fifteen yenrs old. 

Captain CbeltOfl had n record un- 
fijuiiled in America for saving human 
lives, the seore to his eredlt being So, 
und his work in this direction begiB* 
ning in August, lS.'.'.i. when, us u boy 
Of Dfteen years, he leaped Into the BSV 
sln In Baltimore, at the foot of Cul- 
vert street and saved a girl who hud 
fallen overboard. An effort was made 
to raise a purse tor the lad. but he re- 
fused to accept anything rind he never 
for his subsequent rescues eurned a 
cent. 

To his dying dny. however, he was 
proud of a t'nlted Stales medal 
swarded by congress In IMS, follow- 
ing the publication in the Sun of an ac 
count of his llfework of humane en- 
deavor. 

Captuln Chelton. though n great life- 
sav. r. hns also tnkeii a life. This 
was when he was a deputy sheriff of 
Somerset county On May 2*. 1907. 
he attempted to arrest Frederick 
Long, who was wanted for Inrceny. He 
ordered Long to surrender, but the 
Ml tired twice at him and then Chel 
ton used his pistol. The man shot 
twice nraln nnd ran through a Held, 
where he was found dying with a bul 
let In his lungs. On that occasion, 
too. h* drove, several miles with the 
wounded man to get medical aid. 

Captain Chelton was born In North- 
umberland county. Virginia. In 1844, 
but lived In Maryland during nearly 
all of his life. 

He «r.s of medium height, but had 
the breadth of shoulders and depth of 
cheFt which betoken great strength 
and n pair of sturdy legs which stood 
him In good stead In many feats of 
swimming by which he saved men on 
the deep. He also made several res- 
cues on land nnd saved three women 
from being killed by trains. 

He is said to have had ample cause 
for believing republics ungrateful, for 
he Joined tho Cnlon army at the out- 
break ot the Civil wnr. expecting a 
bounty of $300 besides his pay for a 
long service When his term of en 
llstment wos over und he settled up 
with I'ncle Sam he received a check 
for t*> which, he was told, was ull that 
waa coming to him. Ho never cashed 
the check, but kept It as n souvenir. 

During a greater part of his time In 
the army he w«s piloting federal gun- 
boats In Maryland and Virginia wa- 
ters on blockade duty In this service 
he piloted three gunboats In an nttack 
on Cherrystone, the fight lasting from 
early afternoon until the next morn- 
ing.

SEES GROWTH OF LUNACY 



Dr. Forbes Wlnslow Declares There 
Will Be More Insane Than Sane 
In 300 Years. 

Ixindon — There will be more luna- 
tics in the world than Fano people 
three hundred years hence, was the 
prophecy Dr. Forbes Wlnnlow made. 
This prophecy is based upon the pres- 
ent rate of the growth of lunacy as 
revealed by recent returns. 

Doctor Wlnslow cxpremed utrong 
disagreement with the statement 
made at tho Kugenlca congress by 
Doctor Mott to the effect that Increase 
In lunacy was more apparent than 
real, and told a press n preientatlve 
thnt in making such a statement Doc- 
tor Mott apparently referred to Ix>n- 
I don only. Dr. Forbes Wlnslow said 
| that from hU knowledge of the prog- 
I ress of lunacy In ull pertS of the 
world he hnd come to the conclusion 
that "we are rapidly upproaehing a 
mad world." He added: 'In every 
part of the world civilization Is ad- 
vancing, nnd so Insanity Is alto bound 
to advance. There were 36.70J regis 
tered lunutics In 1S"i9. but 1 '.0,000 at 
the present day. That showed the 
alarming Increase." 

If Doctor MOU'S theory Is accepted 
wc shall wake up when It lb too late 
to prevent a further Increase. What 
happened to the pauper class In l^on- 
don, as an alleged proof against the

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HI duties and functions of 
the many departments of 
life In Japan are clearly 
defined and the general ac- 
quiescence In such defini- 
tions In a mark of orderly 
Instinct rather thun servil- 
ity that It Is ever ready to 
recognize Its own Inferior- 
ity. That the duties of 
w omen have been clearly 
Indicated, that they show 
Ho disposition to overstep the boun- 
daries assigned to tine, is simply a 
manifestation of the spirit that per- 
vades all clas.ses. It is hardly a ques- 
tion of higher or lower, superior or 
Inferior; it is a matter of duty— of 
"bushido." 

Certainly the Japanese woman la 
not regarded us a handmaid. She has 
never been without her honorable 
position In the body politic, nor has 
the value of her peculiar duties ever 
been Blighted. The duties of bushido 
are considered to be binding upon the 
woman as upon the man, and inas- 
much as bushido means loyalty, so 
the woman must be loyal to her hus- 
band, as the man must be to the 
-mperor ind to the country. It Is 
only those who ar*> led by a false in- 
depeudence to revolt against all Ideas 
of service who will criticise a ready 
acceptance by the women of Japan 
of a domestic sphere which Is as im- 
portant In Its way as the larger serv- 
ice to the empire. 

But the Snmural woman wuh not 
confined wholly to the household. She 
was even taught the use of arms, 
that she might help her father or 
her husband if the need should arise, 
and also that she might defend her 
own honor. Japanese history has 
many examples of women who be- 
came governors, who led military ex- 
peditions and who were famous in 
literature, art, education and relig- 
ion. Indeed, the path to public honor 
has always been open to the Japanese 
woman, but It could be attained only 
by public service. There was* only 
one standard of human value, and that 
was adhesion to the national interest. 
The woman who performed her whole 
duty to the home was as worthy of 
veneration as the man who uerformed 
his whole duty to tho army and to 
the country. 

There have been distinct feminine 
periods in the history of Japan. Such 
si period followed closely upon the in- 
troduction of Buddhism, which, with 
lta Incitements to charity, did much 
to stlmulnte what may be called a 
feminist movement. Such literary 
■tars as Muraeakl Shiklleu and Sel 
Bhouagan not only were the most fa- 
mous authors of their time, but their 
works are still classics. The educa- 
tion of women was zealously fostered, 
and we hear of meetings at which 
•^r^*"-cn competed w ith one another In 
poetry, music and art. Works of 
charity became honorable duties, ami 
We heart much of the F.mpresa Komei, 
who distinguished herself by personal 
service to lepers. 

But the feminist movement in Japan 
has attained Its main successes since 
the restoration and the fall of the 
Bhogunate. Many Japanese women 
have visited foreign countries, re- 
ceived a foreign education and re- 
turned to their own country to play 
the part of propagandists. The popu- 
lar education of girls has macje great 
strides, and even the » xtenslon of po- 
litical suffrage to women flndB Its ad- 
vocates not only among women them- 
selves, but among politicians and 
leaders of thought But progress In 
this direction Is likely to bo slow. A 
•ociety that haH lately emerged from 
feudalism and that Is accustomed to 
assign fixed duties to Its various 
grades Is not usually tolerant of In- 
novations or efforts to enlarge the 
boundaries of particular classes. Rud- 
dlsm. moreover. Is likely to play some 
part in retarding the political advance 
of women, and In confining her actlv- 




Itlos to the household, to practical 
charities and to religion. 

Among the public institutions now 
managed by woii.cn may bo mention- 
ed the Nurse association, the Red 
Cross society, the Patriotic associa- 
tion, Fukudcn — Kwal and Jkel — a 
hospital. Women are nlso interested 
In many productive Industries and in 
art activities. There are also now 
women doctors, and the department of 
communications employs women of- 
ficials. Physical culture for women Is 
also being adopted with energy and 
this Is a fitting sequel to the Samurai 
Injunction that required women to 
regulate their emotions and suppress 
all those weaknesses thnt their west- 
ern sisters usually attrlbuto to nerves. 

The Woman's university of Japan 
may be taken as an expression of 
Japanese Ideas upon the question of 
education for women. It was found- 
ed by Mr. Maruse, who began his 
work thirty-six years ago, and who 
has been unresting In its advance- 
ment. The object of the university Is 
to educate women '.o fulfill their du- 
ties toward the state and society and 
to become an Influence In the life of 
the nation. The university contains 
H2 buildings. Including n library of 
11, SOn volumes, a chemical laboratory 
and a lecturo hall. 

The CttrrlCUlum begins with a 
kindergarten and there are depart- 
ments for household scl nee, litera- 
ture, Kngllsh and education, the first 
of these Including mathematics, 
physics, chemistry and physiology. 
The university has' S65 regular mem- 
bers, 141 associate members, 37 ad- 
visory members, 161 Junior members 
and 11 honorary members. The fol- 
lowing exhortation given to the stu- 
dents by Mr. Maruse leaves nothing 
to be desired for Its amplitude and 
Intent: "The students are enjoined 
to learn, Ineffaceably Impressed upon 
their minds, thnt they are to make It 
their chief aim and duty to cultivate 
and develop to the fullest extent all 
their faculties as well as th«lr wom- 
anly virtues, and to remain farth'ul 
to the university, never forgetting to 
be and do good, study and to learn." 

Much, of course, remains to he done 
for the adrancement of women of 
Japan, but much has already been 
done. Japan has at least broken away 
from the ancient traditions of the east 
and has set her foot on the path that 
leads to the entire emancipation of 
women

ML Thirty years later the debt bad 
risen to $l,12O,i>0U,000. This Immense 
Increase was due iuuinly to the Chi- 
nese and Russian war, and a continu- 
ing expenditure on a large scale Is 
nei rr-sltated by the national defense, 
n the year llu'S the army and navy 
cost $144.1>9.1S3. Between April 1, 
ltS!>5, and March li I Mt, the army cost 
$376,0S5,0S8 and the navy $313,443,440. 
Tho national defense hns cost a total 
of $00,423,523 within fourteen years 
and this without counting the cost of 
the Russian war. Corea. Formosa and 
Manchuria have demanded heavy 
expenditures. A merchant marine has 
been established, many extensive pub- 
lic works undertaken, Including rail 
ways, telegraphs and telephones, and 
all these things have been done by n 
country that contains only 2C,0o0 
square miles of arable soli. 

Under such coudltlous It Is easy to 
believe that taxation Is the question 
of the d;iy la Japan and has 1 een so 
for many years. Since tho outbreak 
of the Russian war the land tax has 
ranged from 3 per cent, to 17.5 per 
cent. The tnx on liquors ranges from 
$5 per 40 gallono up to 17.4o' M I cr 
4o gallons, according to the percent- 
age of alcohol. 

Then comes tho Income tax, which 
Is arranged upon a sort of graduated 
scale. Before the war the tax paid 
by "Juridical" persons was 2 ' s pur 
cent., but after the war an additional 
tux was levied equal to fcO per n nr. 
up to 400 per cent, of the ordinary 
rate. An Income tax of | per cent, 
was also levied on public loan funds 
and cotnpuny debentures. All Other 
persons not already assessed as above 
pay u rate In proportion to their lu- 
come. Beforo tho war those with an 
income of 300 yen ($150) per annum 
paid 1 per cent., and this Increased 
according to the Income up to 5'4 
per cent. Now the lowest Income pays 
10 per cent, and the higheBt 20 35 per 
cent. There are various exceptions, 
such as arm? and navy officers while 
engaged In war, widows, orphans, pen- 
sioners, etc. There is also a tax on 
textiles, an excise duty on sugar, and 
a substantial revenue from the post 
office. The customs tariff also Is re- 
sponsible for n substantial Income 
amounting to nnout $22,000,000 a year. 
Mention should also be made of the 
state monopolies of tobacco, salt and 
camphor, worth about $25,000,000 a 
year. 

Adachl Kinnnsukt describes the will 
ingness. of the Japanese people to he 
taxed and their uncomplaining re- 
sponse to demands that are necessl 
tated by. the good of the country. Ills 
statement Is so remarkable that It Is 
worthy of quotation. lie says: 

"In 1805 we went to war with China. 
Our government wanted nfoney, and 
wanted It badly. It let our people know 
about lta needs In terms of war tonus 
To the first call the people answered 
by putting up $25,000,000. The govern 
ment wanted more, and on the second 
call It aucceeded In getting from the 
people $15,000,000— In all $40,000,000. 
The people gavo this amount very 
willingly. That fact was very plain 
on the very face^of It. It wns widely 
advertised also. The thing that was 
not so well known, especially outside 
of the ctountry, however, was that this 
was all that the people couU do at 
the time— and a little more. Nine

the principal of the national debt. 
Prime Minister Kutoura decided that 
the country must raise at leas: |3tV 
if this can be maintained Japan will 
have paid her war debts in less lhau 
thirty years. 

But she will not find the task an 
aaajT one. She will have to call again 
upon a patriotism that has never lall- 
ed bcr, but thnt cannot perform thd 
impossible. It may be doubted if the 
tuxes can be pu. hed any higher than 
they aro now and eveu the most will- 
ing taxpayers cannot pay when they 
do not possess. The annual taxation 
now amounts to almost 16 y*n t$S) 
and this Is a very largo sum indeed 
when we remember that the a\eragu 
earnings STS very small In 1001 an 
estimate was made of the monthly ex- 
penses of the average Japanese family 
of four, and It Is probably fairly cor- 
rect at the present time. H Is as fol- 
lows: 
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Tho monthly Income of this same 
family was estimated nt S 22 yen, 
leaving a deficit Of 1.16 yen. Wages 
may have Increased somewhat slnco 
the war, but than can bo no doubt 
thnt the cost of living nlso has in- 
creased.

Millard says In his "Far Kasteta 
Question" that several persons whom 
he has questioned estimate the av- 
erage earnings of the average Jap- 
Snsea family of four In the lower 
classes at 100 yen <$*•>) annually, as- 
suming that the children are old 
enough to work. None placed the fig- 
ure higher than 200 yen annual In- 
come. Out of this amount the average 
Japansac pays 40 per cent. In taxes. 
That Is a very high proportion, but 
the fiscal authorities seem to have no 
douht that It can be maintained, and 
probably even raised. 

It seems Impossible to economise 
except by a reduction of the expend- 
iture for armaments, and there seems 
to be little chance for that. Arma- 
ments on their present scule are con- 
sidered to be absolutely necessary to 
I the preservation of tho national life, 
and as a Japanese writer recently re- 
marked: Of what use is It to econo- 
mize the nation's finances at the cost 
of national destruction 7" 

In 1907 there were 2.238 banks In 
Japan, with a total capitalization of 
:.70.02S.22«) yen and which Rhowed a 
balance in deposits of 1.830.C93.270 
yen. Their earnings In 1906 were 208.-

Foraker says of that: "lu ray opinion it 
means to make of the Progressive party in 
the South a white man's party for the purpose 
of popularising the party with white people, 
especially the white Democrats of the South 
and thus make it possible to break up the

"While the Republican party may have fal- 
len short of what it should have done iu this 
or that or the other instance, it remains that 
it is the only political orgaui/.ation to which 
the negro can look with hope for the future.

Shoes cost between #.'5 and #5 now, but the 
wage earuer ha9 the money because under our 
scheme "of Pr otection he can earn from $."» to 
$10 more a week than in 1893, 
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THE SILENT MILLIONS. 

The silent millions have taken no part in 
the piimurie9 of either party. A larger per- 
centage of Republicans have participated in 
primaries this year than iu the Democratic 
ranks. Roughly speaking, at least two-thirds 
of the voters have abstained from expressing 
a primary choice. 

Those active in party management and in 
the struggle for party control may imagine 
that they are the party, but the millions silent 
will decide the issue in november. Not [in the 
crowds before the talented speakers; not iu the 
deliberations of the party leaders, are the real 
issues threshed out. The real issues ate threshed 
out in farm-bouses, iu city homes, when the 
man of the house and the good wife talk over 
metiers together.

PORK GROWN MOST CHEAPLY BY FEEDING 
SOME GRAIN TOGETHER WITH FORAGE 



It Has Been Shown at Different Experiment Stations That the 
Best Forage Crops Are Little More Than Maintenance Ra- 
tion—Alfalfa Excels. 
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bouse, or a cheap looking structure In

which, though not expensive, will be a 
credit to any community. 

The first thing to study In the mat- 
ter or house building is the lot, its 
size and the surroundings. The front- 
age will largely determine the design 
and the arrangement of the rooms. 

The house here shown is beautiful- 
ly adapted to a corner lot where ample 
lnwn space can be had., The first 
floor or story can be of concrete blocks 
or plaster finish. The wide exposed 
chimney, giving the impression of the 
cheerful fire place wlthiu, breaks the 
monotony of the end elevation, as the 
dormer does on the front. The size 
of this house Is not as large as might 
appear from the design. It Is 32 feet, 
9 Inches wide, and 41 feet. 6 Inches 
long, exclusive of the porches. 

The front porch is of nmple size, 
and one enters directly Into the living 
room from It. This room is 16 by IS 
feet in nlze. The architect has yield 
ed to that demand for the parlor that 
still obtains In most localities, nnd has 
provided one 12 feet. C inches wide snd 
15 feet long." With tho wide folding 
doors the living room and the parlor 
can be m.-.de practically one. The din- 
ing room is 12 feet by feet. 6 Inches; 
and a beautiful feature here Is tho con- 
servatory opening from it. The kltch 
en is 12 feet, by 12 feet. 6 inches. On 
the second floor are three bediunms. 
a bathroom and a study. This latter 
rootu also niRy be used ns a sewing 
room or aa an additional bedroom If so 
desired. 

It Is estimated that this housit enn 
bo nicely built and finished for $4,000 



Result* of Investlgatlonn at the Mis- 
souri experiment station indicate 
clearly that pork can be produced 
most cheaply by feeding grain In com- 
bination with forage. 

The kind of grain depends, of course, 
upon tho forage crop. In the work 
done at this station, In general, when 
the forage was a legume, such as al- 
falfa, clover, cow pens or soy beans, 
straight corn was the grain fed. With 
non-leguminous forages, such as blue- 
grass, rape and oats, Horghura or rye, 
the corn was supplemented with Un- 
seed oil meal, the ration being made 
up of six parts corn to one part of oil 
meal. 

While the kind of grain to feed is 



amount foraged off by hogs. At 
this station, with half feed of grain, 
alfalfa was found to carry twelve 
head for 168 days. 

While It took five or six pounds of 
grain to the pound of gain, in dry lot 
feeding, only a trifle over three 
pounds was required when the hogs 
ran on alfalfa. 

Red clover ranks next to alfalfa as 
a forage crop for swine, it will not 
carry so many head per acre, nor fur- 
nish pasture for so long a period aa 
will alfalfa. In two different trials 
It was found that the value of an acre 
of clover for hog feed Is more than 
$34. Care should be taken with clover 
not to pasture It too closely,, and to 
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Important, the amount of grain Is of 

e>iual. If not greater, Importance In de- 
termining the economy of grains. It 
has been shown at different stations 
that tho beat forage crops are little 
more than a maintenance ration. 

If gains are to be made, then, it is 
necessary to feed some grain In addi- 
tion to tho forage. Kxpcrlments indi- 
cate that the greatest economy of 
grain through the use of forage is ob- 
tained when one and one-half to two 
pounds of grain are fed daily for each 
100 pounds of live weight. The best 
general rule 1b to feed enough grain 
to cause the hogs to make a daily 
grain of three-fourths of a pound for 
e.ich 100 pounds of live weight. 

Where alfalfa can be grown success- 
fully there Is probably no crop that 
will give better results for swine feed- 
ing. An acre of alfalfa will pasture, 
during the grazing season, from ten 
to twenty shotts. The Important point 
to be observed Is not to pasture too 
closely, llest results are obtained by 
•o pasturing that one or two cuttings 
of hey may be taken off tho field dur- 
ing the eoason In addition to the

Tho best results with nnnual forage 
crops at this station have been ob- 
tained with rapo in which have been 
sown a few oat9. The Dwarf Kssex Is 
the variety of rape used. If It Is not 
pastured too closely It will come up 
again after the first growth. In favor- 
ablo seasons. Tho data In this series 
of experiments with rape showed that 
an sere of It Is worth $22 84 for pork 
making. At the Wisconsin station 
better reeultn were obtained with It. 
surpassing even the clover. 

Dlucgrass requires tho feeding of 
more grain than do these other crops, 
and It Is only available In the early 
summer and after the fall rains. In u 
number of trials at tho Missouri sta- 
tion the average return was found to 
be $15.18 per sere. 

In general tho mount of grain re- 
quired to make a pound of pork In 
the dry lot was 6.11 pounds, and the. 
amount required on forage was 3.49 
pouuds Thus there was a saving of 
about 30 per cent, of grain, which Is 
replaced by tho cheaper forage.

TERMS FOR STENOGRAPHER 

Art of Shorthand Wrltlnj Has B«an 
and Is Known by a variety of 
Names. 

Possibly not one In 100 of New 
York's numerous ■ key tappers" knows 
that the art of shorthand writing Is 
known by other names than "stenog- 
raphy," "Thachygraphy" Is only one of 
'* ""J, Its (Mjcond part, of course, comes 
from the same, root as the latter end 
of "stenography" — that Is. from the 
Greek "grapho," meaning to write. 
"Tachy" is derived from the Greek 
"tachy." meaning ewift; so only the 
shorthand writer who has the ability 
to taku down rapid speech and tran- 
scribe it quickly hus tho right to call 
herself or himself a "tachygrapher." 
(The "ch" sound Is like that of "k."> 
"Stenography," comes from 'grapho' 
combined wita "stenos," which means 
"narrow" In Greek. So a "stenog- 
rapher" la either a narrow writer, 
or sbo or he practices "narrow writ- 
ing" 

Not so many years ago wo heard a 
good deal about "phonography" as a 
nume for nhurihand writing, but the 
term seems to havo gone out of use 
It comes from that same useful root 
"grapho," combined ■ with "phonos." 
Tho latter word means "sound. " so 
that a phonogij^iher Is ono who 
writes down bound as he hears It. 
The phonograph Is, of course, an In- 
strument for writing or recording 
sound. 

Then thero are "brochygraphy" 
■teganography" and "logograpby" as 
Other names for what we generally 
call stenography. In the order given, 
they are derived from "grapho ' con- 
Mnsd .with bracbys.' meaning 
"short," "steganos," meaning "cov- 
ered," "secret" (a stenographer Is one 
who writes In cryptic or mysterious 
writing, not to be read by the unlnl- 
Uate) and "logos," meaning speech

Most Useful Tool in Equipment of 
Gardener or Farmer— Should 
Be Kept Sharp. 

(Ily R. O. WEATMKRSTONE) 

So many people have a horror of 
using a hoe. It Is the most comfort- 
able Implement to be found In the 
equipment of a gardener or farmer, 
and it is handy to use for so many 
purposes that one cannot get along 
without It. 

Probably one reason that people do 
not like tho hoe Is that most hoes ex- 
plain at onco how "dull as u hoe" 
came into provorbtM use. 

A dull hoe Is certainly not a pleas- 
ant Implement with which to work 
The good gardener will keep his fa- 
vorite hoe filed to a sharp edge all the 
time. It Is Impossible to grind a hoe 
on a grindstone because the bevel 
must be on the upper side of the blade 
when It Is In use in order to make 
the hoe "bite" Into the soil. 

File your ho«, making the bevel 
about twice as wide as the thickness 
of the blade. Then keep It bright and 
when you go out after weeds the hoe 
slips through the soil so easily that 
hoeing Is not much like hard work. 

In hoeing a long slow movement 
should be mnde. If the soil la In good 
condition. Simply "scuffling" half an 
Inch of the top soil Is enough to kill 
weeds and one can go over a lot of 
ground In one dav If the ho* Is sharp 
snd bright and the strokes long and 
smooth. 

With a sharp hoe one can out 
thistles, dock, dandelions and othe/ 
noxious weeds with quickness, dis- 
patch nnd case. It Is light to handle, 
eaoy to use and more effective than 
any other Implement for many pur- 
poses. 

In chooslnR a hoe select on* the 
bl.ndo of which lies not quite flat on 
lh« floor when you p.re Handing erect 
with tho hoe handle extending from 
yc.ir hand when In working position to 
the floor. The heel of the ho« should 
rot quite touch tho floor from this 
yo'ltlon. 

Such a hoe will bit* Into the soil 
easily, when It Is bright and sharp 
nnd vill work smoothly and e Tectlvely 

Sharpen the hoe as soon as It gets 
notlcetbly dull This will bo hard on 
the hoe, but tt saves murcle and hoes 
tire cheap. Carry n small flat file In 
your hip pocket and do not allow a 
nick to stsy In the hoe a mlcuto 
after It Is made. 



Results Given of Experiments at 
Oklahoma Experiment 
Station 

An experiment was conducted at 
tbe Oklahoma Btatlon for the purpose 
of determining the effect of early me- 
dium and late plowing upon the yield 
of wheat. As au average for five sea- 
sons, July plowing .gavo a return of 
27.1 bushels per ucro; August plowing 
yielded 24.3 bushels per acre; wh'le 
land which had turned about the mid- 
dle of September brought only 23 bush- 
els per acre ns an average. 

If the wheat fields are plowed In 
July and aro then worked down with 
tillage Implements so that they do not 
present a rough, open surface, any 
rain which may fnll throughout the 
summer will be absorbed and subse- 
quent culture will enable the grower 
to save this supply for his crop. Tho 
same plan can bo followed In prepar- 
ing fields for alfalfa soedlng. 

Where It Is Intended to prepare the 
soli early In 8eiitomber. officials of 
tho station recommend that special ef- 
fort should be made to puiveiizo the 
seed bed thoroughly after plowing so 
that In the evont of uutuinn rains be- 
ing abundant, tbe crop will come 
through In good condition.
